Health and Diet Advice 


y Dr. Frank McCoy 
THE EGGPLANT IS WHOLESOME 


The eggplant probably originated in the East 
Indi*s or southern Asia since in these lands it has 
been cultivated from the most remote past for its 
succulent fruit, which was served as a vegetable. 
In this country the eggplant was at first uscd cau- 
tiously, due to some fairly wide-spread belief that 
it was poisonous, and that the poison had to be re- 
moved by soaking the slives in alt water. Possibly 
this belief originated because the eggplant belongs 
to the “nightshade” family, but there is no more 
reason to believe it poisonous than to believe that 
tomatoes of potatoes. which are also members of 
this family, are poisonous; in fact, the eggplant is 
a distinctly wholesome vegetable. 

Some people have been prejudiced againct it be- 
cause they found it somewhat indigestible; how- 
ever, this was only because of the way the eggplant 
was prepared. The trouble is that most people have 
based their experience with eggplant by eating it In 
a fried egg batter. Properly prepared, the egg- 
plant is very easily digested as well as being 
healthful. If you will try some of the simple egg- 
plant recipes, I am sure that you will learr to like 
this vegetable better 

The eggplant does not in any manner resemble 
hens’ eggs in food value but takes its name solely 
from the shape of the vegetable. The eggplant is 
especially rich in valuable organic salts, predomin 
ately potassium, and also serves as a good “filling” 
vegetable to take the place of the starchy foods 
which are used too much jn the ordinary meal. 

Here are some of the ways of preparing eggplant 
recommended by me: 

EGGPLANT PATTIES 

Chop an cgegplant into small pieces’ Mix with 
equal parts of ground roynd steak from which the 
fat and gristle have been removed. Run the mix- 
ture through a foodchopper and add some finely 
chopped tomatoes. Mold into patties. Bake in a hot 
oven until brown. This may be served with a 
tomato sauce if you desire. 

BAKED EGGPLANT 

Cut the eggplant in half and bake in the oven. 
When tender, scoop the pulp out, leaving the shells 
one-half inch thick. Mash the pulp with 
some butter. Place back in the shells amd cover 
with a slice of tomato Bake until the tomato is 
cooked 


about 


EGGPLANT AND CORN 
Grind one eggplant and three turnips in a meat 
grinder. Mix with one can or corn and place in @ 
baking pan. Cover with two tablespoonsful of but- 
ter and bake twenty-five minutes 
EGGPLANT STEW 
Two small eggplants diced, four potatoes, one 


carrot, one turnip diced, three stalks of celery 
chopped. Add two tablespoonsful of butter and 
place in a stew pan with just enough water to 


cover. Boi] with lid on for about ten minutes, then 
remove the lid and cook over a slow fire for fifteen 
minutes longer, stirring frequently 

EGGPLANT AND CARROT 


One large eggplant peeled and chopped, one 
bunch of carrots well washed. Run together through 
the meat-chopper. Place in a baking dish and add 
one-half cup of water. Compress wel) and bake for 
forty minutes. Add three tablespoonsful of butter 
to the top just before serving and season with salt 
as desired 

EGGPLANT AND TOMATOES 

Cut eggplant in slices about one-half inch thick, 
soak in cold salt water for about fifteen minutes, 
then boil in fresh water until tender. Place each 
slice on top of a slice of Melbe toast in a baking 
pan. Then place a slice of tomato on top of the 
eggplant. Bake for ten minutes. Sprinkle a little 
chopped parsley on top and serve with a lump of 
butter 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Norman R. writes: “Am 32 
years old and my hair is just beginning to get 
curly. Could there be something wrong with my 
health or scalp. 1 feel fine, but would like to 
know the reason for this change in my hair.” 

ANSWER: Hair frequently turns curly toward 
middie age, and this change is in most cases un- 
doubtedly due to the results of a bed fever or to a 
radical change in dict. I have known many cuses

They studied the situatior 
and formulated plans for a new 
social order when the crisis comes 
about. A delegate from Hope, B.C 
submitted a draft of an economic 
plan at the recent conference of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth fed- 
eration in Calgary, and it is expect- 


ed that this will form the basis 
the new C. C. F. program. A com- 
mittee was appointed to consider 


the plan. improve on it and use it 
as a means of propaganda 
The average individual 
pletely befuddied and doesn't know 
what the present crisis is all about 
Mr. Mentz claimed. Something t 
hit him and he is stunned. He is 
ready to fall for any scheme such 
as the amalgamation of the three

Government, as we know it 
wouldn't exist any more; would 
resolve itself into an administration 
Society would be based upon the 
collective ownership and adminis 
tration of the natural resources of 
the earth, the skilled and unskilled 
manpower, operated for the purpose 
of supplying the entire community 
with all the materials and com- 
modities necessary to maintain and 
advance the high standard of civil- 
ization which humanity had attain- 
ed. Geographical representation 
would cease and people would be 
represented according to the man- 
ner in which they made their liv- 
ing. The miners, the textile work- 
ers, the farmers, service trades, etc. 
would be organized in ir craft 
or service groups and would send 
delegates to represent them on ad- 
ministrative bodies. Plan: would 
be carried out scientifically because 
there would be one cer author- 
ity.

Report by City Comptroller John 
Hodgson on Ald. Herbert Baker's 
proposal for pre-payment of taxes 
was submitted at the regular meet-| 
ing of the civic finance committee!

The scheme being sponsored by 
Ald. Baker calls for a discount of 
interest on all pre-payments of 
taxes made by taxpayers as an in- 
ducement for ratepayers to meet | 
their full year's tax bill, or a sub-/ 
stantial part of it, early in the year. | 
This, Ald. Baker points out, would | 
make it unnecessary for the city to/| 
borrow from the bank to provide | 
for civic financing before the first | 
instalment of taxes is collected. 

In other words, the taxpayer, by 
making pre-payments, would re- 
ceive the benefit of the interest, | 
which would otherwise be paid to 
the bank on a loan 

Reporting on such a scheme, Mr.
